Before construction starts, local 


interests desiring storage for pre- 
sent needs must enter into a con- 
tract with the Federal Govern- 
ment to pay the costs allocated 
to such storage, including inter- 
est during construction, and a 
proportionate part of annual oper- 
ation, maintenance and replace- 
ment costs. This contract must be 
entered in-to prior to the start of 
construction. The repayment may 
be in annual installments over a 
period not to exceed 50 years. 


The paymet on storage for fu- 


ture water supply need not com- 
mence until time of use, and no 
interest will be charged on such 
cost until use is initiated. How- 
ever, the interest-free period will 
not extend beyond 10 years. The 
cost allocated to future water sup- 
ply must be paid within 50 years 
after such supply is first used. 


It is further the responsibility 


of local interests to secure the 
proper water rights from the ap- 
propriate State agency.

Earthfill Dam 
The plan of improvement pro- 
ides for an earthfill dam about 
17,500 feet long, including the spill- 
way and connecting nonoverflow 
section. The dam will be about 
!8 feet in height above the stream- 
bed and the reservoir behind the 
dam will provide a storage of 
about 1,858,000 acre-feet. 


As I stated earlier, water sup- 


ply is an authorized purpose of 
Millwood Reservoir; however, the 
development and administration 
of that project function must be 
accomplished under the provisions 
of the Water Supply Act of 1958. 


Under that Act, the Corps of 


Engineers may include storage 
for municipal and industrial water 
supply in any reservoir project, if, 
before start of construction, State 
or local interests agree to pay for 
the allocated cost of the water 
supply storage. This storage may 
be for present needs, for antici 
paled future demand, or a com 
bination of the two. However, the 
cost of future storage may not ex 
ceed 30 per cent of the total esti 
mated cost of the project.
